it would be very desirable to carry out 
the suggestions of the Postmaster Gene- 
tal of the Settlements, Our Postmaster 
General: (Mr Lister), however, inhis 


report for last year, pointed out several’ 


‘important diffidulties in tha way of the 
working of these post offices,’ We give 
hig remarks in extengo, as they havea 
direot bearing upon the question, and 
are very interesting-in themeelves.:— 


Some difficulty is caused by the neocasity 
for shape 1 for Chinese remittances, 
sonduity a likely to be caused by. Chineso 
names, and the various ways of anglicising 
them, may be prevented by a yery simple 
expedient. “But a mors, serious impediment, 
especially with regard to the Straits Settle. 
ments, is the fact that many of the payeos 
of the money: orders would reside in the 
interior of China, ad out of reach of any 

encies of this office, This is a ‘point 
which should be taken into-aéoount by those 
who think thet sweeping measures ought to 
be brought to bearon Chinese correspond- 
ence. -No doubt many systematic evasions 
of postal law are practised by Chinese, but 
some of them at least arise ‘from the fact 
that the Chinaman can do for himself, 
easily, cheaply, and safely, what'the British 
post-office cannot do for him at all, 

When the Sunfoo was wrecked in. 1874, 
a large number of Chinese money lettera 
were removed from her and handed to this 
department. ‘They were all for villages 
beyond Amoy, to which port they were sent, 
But neither by advertising nor by oe | other 
of the means employed was one: of thoas 
letters delivered. Alter lying at Amoy for 
some time, and being advertised in Chinero 
here, they were all returned to Singapore. 

If the Chinese generally were inclined to 
ask for Government aid in disposing of their 
correspondence, and to complain of their own 
existing arrangements, there would be very 
good reason for interfering with them.’ But 
probably the only Chinese dissatisfied with 
native postal facilities are those who sea 
their: way'to making a large profit out of a 
monopoly, and it must be remembered that 
Tepregentations as to the insecurity of the 
Chinese post. are generally coloured to suit 
the interested views of these people, 

* On the great trade routes where Chinese 


are pushing their way, as. for instance. 


between~-Hongkoug and San Franciscos or 
between Hongkong and Australia, there is 
an increasing tendenoy to use the Forei 
Post Office, as Western business habits 
become more and more adopted, 

It seems pretty clear from this that 
one essential element in the ‘success of 
post offices for native . correspondence, 
either. here or in. the Straits, is the 
co-operation of the Government or the 
Provincial Authorities in China, An 
earaeat attempt on the part of the Chinese 
Administration to. introduce ‘2 postal 
system of some kind, lamentably slow 
and incomplete though it must neces- 
sarily be, would undoubtedly find favour 
on all sides, and meet with a success 
which would prove both satisfactory and 
profitable to tho Chinese Government,

COURT OF APPEAL. 

- DAMAGE TO CARGO,—-THE PaRaNnd (s,), 

This was a cause of damage to catgo, 
-which came before the Registrar of the Court 
of Admiraltyin April, 1876,° The facts of 
the case wete, that the Parana, a tradin 
steamer of 1,372 tons register, left Englan 
with from 1,000 to 1,300 tons of iron as dead 
weight, end was filled up with light goods. 
She was ona voyage to Hong Kong, and, 
having discharged her cargo, proceeded in 


ballast to Manila, where the master entered’ 


into o charter-party with Messrs, Eugster 
and Co. to load a e: af Manila and Io To 
for Londou, passing through the Suez Canal, 
Under the charter-party some parcels of 
hemp and sugar were taken on board at 
Manila and Io Ile, but, not being supplied 
with o full cargo, she called at Singapore to 
fill up, After leaving Io Ilo she met with 
pad weather, and et Singapore had to under- 
go some repairs. On her homeward voyage 
she hod to offect other repairs at Atchin, 
Galle, Aden, Port Said, Malta, and Gibraltar, 
and ultimately -arrived, after 127 days’ 
voyage, in the port of London, and, having 
discharged her cargo there, proceeded to 
Greenock, where her boilers were taken out. 
The plaintiff complained that bis cargo of 
wot. sugar, which was liable to drainage, 
had become so pare gh oe aes of 
20s. per ton from the len of the yoyage, 
ain should only have been ninety hays 
instead of 127.. The Judge of the Admiralty 
Court; after reviewing the authorities, said 
that the depreciation-in the market value of 
the goods was the natural consequence of the 
carricr’s delay,.and that the shipper was 
entitled to have included in his damages the 
difference between the market price at the 
time when the goods did arrive and the 
time when they ought to ‘have ‘arrived. 
From this decision the present appeal was 


made. 
Alengthy judgment was Eeonoaned: by 
Justice Mellish, who, in conjunction wit 
Justices Baggallay and James, heard the 
appeal, He said that the question. the 
Court had to decide was whether, if there 
was undue delay in the carriage of goods on 
2 long voyage By, sea, ‘it. follows as a matter 
of course that, if there has been a fall in the 
price of those goods between the time when 
the goods ought to have arrived and the 
time when they arrive, damages can be 
recovered, In order thet damages may be 
recovered, we must come to the conclusioh— 
frat, that it was reasonably. certain that the 
goods would not. be ‘sold until they did 
arrive; or, secondly, that it was reasonably 
certain thet they would be cold immediately 
after they arrived, and that thet was known

upon the whole, we come to the conclusion that 
the report of the Registrar and Merchants is 
right. Besides. quoting the Common Law 
authorities, they said it had never been the 


practice in the Court of Admiralty to give |

of course, that by collision gooda were 
in their arrival, it had never been the custom 
to include in damages the loss of market; 
and, therefore, ‘upon, the whole, 
opinion that the conclusion which the Regis- 
trar ond Merchants came to was right. e 
consequence, therefore, must be that the 
judgment of the Court below mnust be revera- 
ed, As to the costs, the Registrar and 
Merchants reported that each party bg i to 
pay’ -his own costs of the inquiry befve 
them, and we think that ought. to be 
retained, and the appellant should have his 
costs of the argument in the Court below.

THE EFFECT OF OL IN CALMING 
THE SEA. 


_ A very interesting account of the applica~ 
tion of oil to mitigate the raging of the nea 
and to. relieve a yossel in a storm, has been 
received by the Bombay mail; in relation to 
the King Cedric, a vessel. of 1,490 tons, 
which left Liverpool in June last for Bombay. 
When off the Cape of Good Hope she encoun- 
tered a heavy gale from the north-west, 
which contarned for some time, Tre- 
mendous seas broke over the ship, bursting 
in the main hatch, washing away the hatch- 
houses dnd boats, smashing in the front of 
the cabin, and destroying the captain’s and 
officers’ stores and clothing, A young lad, 
one of the crew, was carried overboard, and 
it was impossible to rescue ‘him, The gale 
lasted for nearly five days, and though the 
vessel stood it very well if was impossible to 
repair any of the damage, as the waves 
were continually sweeping her decks. At 
length the chief officer, Mr Bawyer, suggested 
the trial of throwing oil upon the water. 
‘Two canvas clothes bags were obtained, and 
into each two gallons of fine oil were poured, 
the. bags being punctured slightly, and flung 
one over each quarter in tow of the vessel. 
The effect was magical; the waves no longer. 
broke over the poop and sides of tho ship, 
but several Re s away, where the oil had 
spread itself over the surface,’ and around 
the poop, in the wake of. the vessel, was-a 
large circuit of calm water. The crew were 
thus able to-repair the damage with greater 
ease, and the ship was relieved from the 
tremendous. shocks she had precmnely: re- 
ceived from tle heavy seas. ‘The two bags 
lnated two days, after which, the worst fury 
of the gale having expended itself, no more 
oil was used,
